Outstanding Leader of World Revolution' 


President Kim Il Sung put his heart and soul into the cause of global 
independence all his life, performing undying and unrivalled exploits. 


At the end of the last century, when the cause of independence for mankind was 
suffering trials and setbacks, he set forth tasks and ways for successfully advancing 
it through them and wisely led the struggle to this end, which occupies an 
outstanding position in his exploits. 


Towards the end of the last century, such abnormal situation occurred that 
socialism collapsed and capitalism revived in some countries. 


The imperialists spouted all sorts of vituperation, claiming that socialism has 
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come to an 'end' and that it is the victory of capitalism over socialism. 


The renegades of socialism made vicious attempts to undermine the people's faith 
in the socialist cause, saying that the ideal of socialism itself was wrong and the 
socialist revolution was a mistake from the start. 


Ideological confusion and vacillation arose among the parties and people in some 
countries who failed to see through the situation. Those countries that admired 
socialism were confused and at a loss for which way to go. 


At this juncture, Kim Il Sung clarified that socialism is a law governing the 
historical development, in his answers to the questions raised by the director of the 
Iwanami Shoten, Publishers, Japan and other subsequent works. 


He said that the collapse of socialism with the result of the revival of capitalism in 
some countries is a great loss, but this is a temporary phenomenon that arose in 
the endeavour to accomplish the cause of independence for mankind and that it 
can do little to deny the validity of the cause of socialism and the reactionary nature 
of imperialism. 


And he proved with iron logic that socialism embodies the intrinsic nature of a 
social being who tries to abolish exploitation and oppression of man by man and 
live in an independent way together, and that as history advances and the 
independence and creativity of the people improves, it will get more attractive and 
emerge victorious without fail. 


He gave a clear - cut explanation of the reason of the collapse of socialism in some 
countries and the lessons drawn from it. 


While talking with heads of parties, delegations and social figures from various 
countries on their visit to the DPRK, including the general secretary of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party of Portugal and the delegation of the March 26 
Movement of Uruguay, Kim Il Sung put it down to the overnight fall of the East 
European socialist countries that their ruling parties were divorced from the 
popular masses while pursuing flunkeyism and practising subjectivism and 
bureaucratism. 


Many delegations and delegates of foreign parties visited the DPRK on the occasion 
of the 80th birth anniversary of President Kim Il Sung in Juche 81 (1992). 


They pledged to work to defend and advance socialism, true to the instructions of 
President Kim Il Sung on fighting with a correct joint strategy as required by the 
changing situation. 


Therefore, the historic Pyongyang Declaration was adopted in Pyongyang as a joint 
fighting programme for the restoration of socialism. An increasing number of 
communist and workers' parties and other progressive political parties around the 
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world signed the declaration to turn out for the struggle for building socialism. This 
enabled the cause of independence for mankind, the cause of socialism, to advance 
victoriously along its track. 


The world progressives highly praised Kim Il Sung as the 'outstanding leader of the 
world revolution' and the ‘standard - bearer of the world revolution’. 


The undying, painstaking efforts made by President Kim Il Sung for the cause of 
independence for mankind have greatly inspired many until today.

Korean People's Sacred War against Japanese Imperialism' 
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The anti - Japanese revolutionary struggle organized and waged under the 
guidance of President Kim Il Sung occupies a brilliant place in the history of the 
Korean people's anti - imperialist national liberation struggle as an all - people 
resistance and patriotic sacred war. 


In the initial days of his struggle to win back the country, Kim Il Sung laid 
ideological and theoretical foundations for powerfully mobilizing all the anti- 
Japanese patriotic forces to the sacred war for national liberation. 


According to the strategic and tactical principles of the Korean revolution clarified

On the 9th of September 1948, 76 years ago, the Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea, a Juche - oriented socialist state, was born.

The DPRK was the first people's democracy in Asia, a new kind of people's power. 
With the foundation of the DPRK the Korean people took power in their own hands. 


The DPRK inherited the proud traditions of the anti - Japanese revolutionary 
armed struggle led by the great leader President KIM IL SUNG.

People's Korea Overcomes Flooding, 
under Respected Marshal KIM JONG UN's leadership' 


On the 27th of July the north western part of the Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea ( DPRK ), which borders China, was hit by very heavy rain and the water 
levels of the River Amnok went past the danger level. This caused flooding with 
some 5,000 people in island areas in the city of Sinuiju and Uiju County of North 
Phyongan Province. 


Of course flooding affects many countries in the world including the UK so 
flooding should not be seen as a problem that only affects the DPRK although some 
of the mainstream media and fake ‘north Korea experts' (who are paid by the CIA or 
south Korea ), have tried to pretend that flooding is something that only occurs in 
the DPRK. Some media tried to even blame the DPRK for the flooding by referring to 
dilapidated infrastructure' etc., but this ignored the fact that the flooding actually 
occurred in the area surrounding the Amnok - gang river which forms the boundary 
with China and one side of the river is controlled by China, Moreover the DPRK in 
the past few years has launched a massive programme of socialist rural 
construction. 


Respected Marshal KIM JONG UN, a man of action and a true people's leader, lost 
no time in responding to the situation. He ordered leading officials of the Party, 
government and military to be dispatched rapidly to the affected and helicopters of 
the Air Force of the Korean People's Army ( KPA ) and various kinds of lifeboats of 
the Navy and a maritime guard formation of the Border Guards were promptly 
committed to the operation for rescuing the inhabitants.10 helicopters of the KPA- 
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Air Force took part in the rescue operation making 20 rounds of shuttle flights. 


Marshal KIM JONG UN went to the flood affected area on the 28th of July . He met 
the KPA pilots who took part in the rescue operation. Significantly no lives were lost 
despite the serious flooding. Marshal KIM JONG UN met those who had been 
rescued by the KPA Air Force. 


On the 29th of July to the 30th of July, the 22nd Emergency enlarged meeting of 
the Political Bureau of the Workers Party of Korea was held in city of Sinuiju, North 
Phyongan Province. DPRK with the aim of taking immediate action to rehabilitate 
the flood affected area. Prior to the meeting, respected Marshal KIM JONG UN 
inspected the flood damaged areas on board a small rubber dinghy. 


Contrast this to the actions of the British prime minister Keir Starmer who failed 
to visit cities like Sunderland, Middlesbrough, Liverpool and other places which had 
been affected by the recent destructive riots in the UK. In February 2020 many 
parts of the UK were affected by flooding caused by Storm Dennis. Several fatalities 
occurred. However the then Prime Minister Boris Johnson failed to visit the affected 
areas but stayed in his country residence in Kent. 


On the 7th of August Marshal KIM JONG UN dispatched the Paektusan Hero 
Youth Shock Brigade to the flood affected areas to repair the damage. 


On the 8th and 9th of August respected Marshal KIM JONG UN visited the flood- 
hit area in Uiju County of North Phyongan Province for the 3rd time. He met the 
flood victims who were living in temporary shelters. He brought sweets for the 
children. It was decided that the flood victims would be taken to Pyongyang and 
accommodated there until new homes were built for them. 


On the 15th of August, the Day of Korea's Liberation from Japanese imperialist 
rule, the flood victims arrived in Pyongyang and were welcomed by respected 
Marshal KIM JONG UN himself. They were accommodated at the April 25th Hostel 
in Pyongyang which is usually used to accommodate participants in KPA military 
parades in Pyongyang. The children of flood victims received gifts of clothes and 
school things and measures were taken for their education. 


All the above shows that the advanced socialist system of the DPRK is truly for the 
people, it is really people - oriented. Moreover Marshal KIM JONG UN really cares 
for the people. In capitalist countries such as the UK, US, Spain, Germany and 
Poland flood victims received little or no help from the authorities. For example the 
victims of Hurricane Katrina in the USA received little assistance from the US 
authorities. In the UK some people were still homeless years after the Grenfell 
Tower fire disaster. The Western capitalist countries should put their own house in 


order before they throw stones at the DPRK !

'Why there are no riots in People's Korea' 
( updated article ) 


Recently, the UK was rocked by riots , firstly in the Harehills district of Leeds and 
then later there were riots in many cities and towns such as Liverpool, 
Middlesbrough, Liverpool and elsewhere. Britain, of course has a history of rioting 
the most recent riots being the August 2011 which saw 5 deaths and over 3,000 
arrested and jailed. Previously in the 1980s there had been riots in Brixton, 
Tottenham, Liverpool and many other places. Other capitalist countries such as the 
US have been swept by riots notably in 2020 over the killing of a black citizen 
George Floyd and in January 2021 at the Capitol in Washington. 


Such occurrences would be impossible in the DPRK where the people are fully 
united around the leader and party and form a harmonious integral whole. 


The situation in the so - called 'advanced' capitalist countries is in contrast to the 
Juche socialist Democratic People's Republic of Korea. The DPRK is one of the most 
stable countries on earth, in fact probably the most stable country in the world. 
Young people there do not riot but instead act as the shock brigade in socialist 
construction and take part with vigour in the defence of the country. The DPRK is 
based on the socialist ownership of the means of production so there is no social 
inequality. There are no social contradictions and no racial discrimination. In the 
DPRK there is no unemployment, there are no spending cuts and taxation was 
abolished in 1974. 


The DPRK is based on the Juche Idea, the philosophical principle of which is that 
man is the master. Thus because of the socialist ownership of the means of 
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production which is both underpinned and enhanced by the Juche Idea, people in 
the DPRK have a high sense of 'taking ownership' of 'stakeholding' which does not 
exist in any capitalist country. Moreover politics in the DPRK are based on 
benevolence and trust, the supreme principle of the party and the state is to 
improve living standards. 


Under the banner of Kimilsungism - Kimjongilism and the leadership of the dear 
respected Marshal Kim Jong Un, the people are united and all share the same goal 
of advancing towards a thriving socialist country. 


If you visit People Korea, as I have 19 times, you will see a united society with no 
social contradictions and no disorder, vandalism, graffiti or lumpens.

"The DPRK success at the Paris Olympic Games 2024" 
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After an absence of 8 years, the return of athletes from the DPRK was greeted with 
happiness and pride by all nations, for taking part in one of the most competitive 
games for years. From their entrance on a boat sailing down the River Seine in Paris 
to their flag waving entrance to the Stade De France at the Closing Ceremony, the 
team and coaches were greeted with cheers and joy from the audience. 


As for the games themselves, DPRK brought home 6 medals in total. 2 Silver 
medals and 4 Bronze medals. In a wide ranging variety of sports , not usually 
associated with the DPRK, the athletes showed superb skills and strength in 
competition with huge teams with a long history of domination, but the DPRK 
surprised many commentators with their results. 


Firstly, DPRK won two bronze medals in the sport of Wrestling. One was in the 
Men's Greco - Roman Wrestling, where Ri Se Ung won in the 60kg category. Joining 
him in the Women's Freestyle Wrestling was Choe Hyo Gyong in the 53kg category. 
Both showed skill and tactics in a sport dominated by other countries by tradition. 


Another bronze was won in the Women's Boxing by Pang Chol Mi, who won in the 
o4kg category. The final bronze was won in the Women's Diving, 10m Platform 
category, where Kim Mi Rae attained a medal and a place on the podium. 


Perhaps the most exciting medals were won in the Women's Sychronised 10m 
Platform Diving, where Jo Jin Mi and Kim Mi Rae both won Silver in a close race, 
beating their Canadian and British rivals in a thrilling final dive together. 


Lastly, but not least were the silver medals in the Mixed Table Tennis Doubles 
where, Ri Jong Sik and Kim Kum Yong showed superb coordination and agility, just 
losing out by 2 points to the Chinese champions. Still their determination and 
joint ability together made for an exciting and thrilling match. 


Whichever sport the athletes competed in, they showed both the Chollima spirit 
and Juche thought in the way in which they played and won their games after 
qualifying from a difficult Asian group stage. The DPRK can be proud of its return to 
the Olympic arena, showing once again an impressive display of sportsmanship and 
comradeship. The World saw the flag of the DPRK being waved proudly on a global 
stage and one can be sure that the future looks bright for the DPRK, not just in the 
Olympics, but in the global sports arena.

"Why People’s Korea Does Not Need Aid !'

Of course 
starvation' is a myth, if you took mainstream media accounts seriously by now the 
entire population of the DPRK would have starved to death not once but four or five 
times. As I argued in my book: The Famine That Never Was', the so - called: famine' 
of the 1990s was a myth, the population of the DPRK actually increased during that 
period. 


People's Korea does not need the so - called: 'aid' of the US and other imperialists 
or their miserable south Korean puppets ( who are unable to survive even a day 
without foreign aid, foreign trade or foreign investment ), because it is self - reliant 
and has an independent national economy. Self - reliance is not just a slogan but a 
coherent strategy based on a scientific philosophy and guiding idea, the Juche idea 
which was authored by President KIM IL SUNG and developed in depth by 
-Chairman KIM JONG IL. E 
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One of the many myths about the DPRK is that was 'dependent on Soviet aid' or 
was built by Soviet aid but In the early 1960s the DPRK came under massive 
pressure from the Soviet big power chauvinists and revisionists who suspended co - 
operation with the DPRK in 1962 . President KIM IL SUNG said in October 1962 "t 
is not true that we cannot live without aid. We can not only live as well as we wish 
even without aid, but also build socialism splendidly, and must certainly do so’. 


Later he referred to the ‘absurd argument of the revisionists who claim that 
socialism cannot be built without outside assistance’. 


The DPRK under sanctions and blockade built socialism splendidly. In the DPRK 
between 1946 and 1984 industrial output value increased by 431 times. In the 
same period per capita national income increased by 65 times. Grain production 
increased by 5,3 times. During the period of the Chollima upsurge ( Chollima being 
a mythical and legendary flying horse which can cover a great distance in a day ) in 
the late 1950s industrial output growth hit 40 per cent in one year. This led the 
famous Cambridge economist Professor Joan V Robinson to describe the DPRK as 
the 'Korean miracle’. 


In recent years the DPRK closed its borders due the global pandemic in January 
2020 and kept its borders closed for more than 3 years, some countries would have 
collapsed within days of closing their borders but not the DPRK. Moreover when 
Covid 19 was sent into the DPRK by the south Korean puppets in the spring of 
2022, the DPRK rejected imperialist and south Korean puppet aid. 


People who claim that the DPRK needs massive outside aid are unaware of the fact 
that the DPRK is highly self - reliant. Only a small fraction of its Gross Domestic 
Product comes from foreign trade in contrast to south Korea which is heavily 
dependent on foreign trade. A British academic Dr Malcolm Caldwell of the School 
of Oriental and African Studies once wrote: 


'... What is clear is that, deprived of, massive loans, 
US military propping, and integration into the international capitalist economy, 
south Korea would collapse, whereas - abiding by Juche, 
North Korea can stand independent indefinitely' 


(Malcolm Caldwell, The Wealth of Some Nations' 1977 page 162) 


Moreover those who say that the DPRK should accept foreign aid have a hidden 
agenda. Aid from the imperialist countries is a poisoned candy which is used to 
destroy socialism. Also aid from imperialist countries actually benefits imperialism 
because it comes with strings, usually it means that the recipient country has to 
buy expensive goods from the donor country. 


People's Korea is a hundred times and a thousand times better off without 
imperialist aid !

Report of Korean Friendship Association UK, 
and the British Group for the Study of the Juche Idea, 
11th Joint Songun - Juche Q and A Study Session, 
held 12th of August 2024 


The Korean Friendship Association of the UK and the British Group for the Study 
of the Juche Idea held their 11th Joint Songun - Juche Study session and Q and A 
on the 12th of August at 1900 hours BST. Participating were members of the 
Korean Friendship Association UK ( KFA UK ) and the British Group for the Study 
of the Juche Idea from London, West of England, Oxfordshire, Staffordshire and 
other parts of the UK. Guests from KFA Andalusia ( Spain ), KFA Germany and the 
People's Korea Initiative of Poland. 


Questions were received in advance about the nature of the electric power industry 
in the DPRK and the machine building industry and CNC. 


Responding to the questions Dr Dermot Hudson, Chairman of KFA UK and 
Chairman of the British Group for the Study of the Juche Idea explained that in the 
DPRK the main forms of electricity generation are coal fired power stations and 
Hydroelectric power stations but there is also atomic power, solar power, wind 
power and geo - thermal power. Dr Hudson also said that the DPRK has a long 
history of the machine building industry and is basically self - sufficient in 
machinery. He also said that CNC technology is being actively developed and 
introduced. 


Responding to a question about the history of the revolutionary activities of the 
great leader President KIM IL SUNG Dr Hudson said that President KIM IL SUNG's 
name was given to him by his revolutionary comrades. 

A question was asked about if there are riots in the DPRK. Dr Hudson responded 
by saying that there are no riots in the DPRK because there is the single - hearted 


unity of the people around the Juche idea and there is also no lumpen class. 


Dr Hudson also answered a question about the anti - Minsaengdan struggle 
during the anti - Japanese revolutionary war. 


Dr Hudson read from the text Juche Idea Answers to a Hundred Questions '.

A speech of KFA UK Chairman Dr Dermot Hudson, 
to Online Meeting for the 79th anniversary, 
of Korea's Liberation held 17th of August 2024 


On the 15th of August 1945, Korea was liberated from the grim and oppressive 
fascist rule of Japanese imperialism which had lasted 36 years. Decades of 
Japanese imperialist tyranny vanished in one day as if they had never existed. 
.Korea became a nation once again! This was thanks to the armed struggle waged 
by the guerrilla fighters of the Korean People's Revolutionary Army commanded by 
General KIM IL SUNG. 


Japan had annexed Korea formally in 1910 but effectively took control of Korea 
after 1905, dissolving the Korean Army in 1907. Japanese colonial rule in Korea 
was particularly harsh; there were long working hours and starvation wages, 
peasants were robbed of their crops, raw materials were plundered and even the 
use of the Korean language was prohibited. I remember on one of my first visits to 
the DPRK speaking with a Korean who had been alive during the period of Japanese 
colonial rule. He told me that whilst at school he spoke in Korean, the Japanese 
teacher made him stand on top of a chair and not say anything for the rest of the 
day. In those days Korea was shown as a province of Japan on world maps. Japan 
was an axis power, allied to Nazi Germany and fascist Italy. 


Japanese colonial rule was so overwhelmingly oppressive that it seemed 
impossible to achieve independence. Bourgeois nationalists tried to win 
independence by peaceful means such as petitions or worse still by appealing to big 
powers for salvation. Some pinned hopes on the US, others on China, or the new 
Soviet Union and some even thought Japan would grant Korea independence. Some 
bourgeois nationalists advocated national reformism or the idea of national self - 
improvement or self - cultivation! It was not surprising that the bourgeois 
nationalists fell into factionalism or became corrupt. One such individual was 
Syngham Rhee who stole funds from the Korean independence movement but was 
later brought to Korea by the US imperialists to head the puppet regime in south 
Korea. 


The young President KIM IL SUNG realised that national liberation could not be 
achieved by peaceful means or by leaders divorced from the masses or by relying on 
big powers. He pointed out that: 'Experience shows that in order to lead the 
revolution to victory, one must go among the masses of people and organize them, 
and solve all problems arising in the course of the revolution independently on one's 
own responsibility in accord with the actual conditions, instead of relying on others' 


President KIM IL SUNG formed revolutionary organisations with the new 
generation of militant anti - imperialist youth. such as the Down - With - 
Imperialism Union in 1926, the Young Communist League of Korea and the Anti - 
Imperialist Youth League. President KIM IL SUNG put forward an independent line 
for the Korean revolution at the historic Kalun meeting on the 30th of June 1930 
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and formed the Korean Revolutionary Army in July 1930. President KIM IL SUNG 
said that 'Weapons are our life and soul! Oppose armed force with armed force' On 
the 25th of April 1932, the Anti - Japanese People's Guerilla Army, a revolutionary 
armed force composed of workers, peasants and revolutionary youth. This later to 
become the Korean People's Revolutionary Army in March 1934, was founded and 
launched the anti - Japanese war which continued for more than a decade. 


The anti - Japanese guerrillas led by President KIM IL SUNG, fought in the spirit 
of self - reliance under the banner of the Juche idea. They seized weapons from the 
Japanese aggressors or manufactured their own. Some had hoped that the Soviet 
Union, the first socialist state, would supply them with a hand - grenade factory but 
this never materialized so they made their own hand grenades the 'Yongil bomb'. Of 
course today People's Korea has its own nuclear Yongil bomb. 


The KPRA fought many battles against the million - strong Kwantung Army of 
Japanese imperialism and the puppet Manchurian troops of Japanese imperialism. 
The KPRA was vastly outnumbered by the Japanese imperialists. The Japanese 
imperialist armed forces not only outnumbered the KPRA but were armed to the 
teeth. They had the latest weaponry including tanks and planes The Juche - 
oriented guerrilla tactics of the great leader President KIM IL SUNG and the 
indomitable struggle of the Anti - Japanese People's Guerrilla Army ( later the 
Korean People's Revolutionary Army ) tore the guts out of Japanese imperialism 
paving the way for the final defeat of Japanese imperialism in Korea in 1945. 


As well as guiding the armed struggle against Japanese imperialism President KIM 
IL SUNG organised a national united front body the Association For the Restoration 
of the Fatherland in May 1936. A front body of the Association For the Restoration 
of the Fatherland called the Korean National Liberation Union was founded inside 
the Korean homeland. 


On the 9th of August 1945, the KPRA under the command of comrade KIM IL 
SUNG commenced the final operation to liberate Korea from Japanese imperialist 
rule. 


The KPRA units, remaining true to President KIM IL SUNG's order for a general 
offensive, advanced like angry waves, in close contact with the Soviet army, 
annihilating the Japanese aggressor army. The KPRA units that had been occupy 
ing offensive positions around the secret camp on Mt. Kanbaek for the final 
operations advanced as planned, strengthening their ranks. The units on the 
Tuman River broke through the enemy fortresses on the frontier in one fell swoop, 
liberated many areas of the north east coast of Korea and continued to advance to 
the area of Chongjin. 


Other units, having taken Jinchang, Dongning, Muling and Mudanjiang, pursued 
the enemy troops and gave fatal blows to the Kwantung Army before pressing on 
towards the Tuman River. 


In response to the final offensive operations, the small units and political 
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operatives from the KPRA which had been active in the homeland roused 
paramilitary corps, armed resistance organizations and broad sections of the people 
to armed revolts. They harassed the enemy in the rear by boldly attacking the 
Japanese imperialist aggressor troops, gendarmerie and police establishments, in 
strong support of the advancing KPRA units. 


The People's Armed Corps in Rajin in North Hamgyong Province had already 
liberated the Rajin City before the Soviet army landed there, while the Kkachibong 
People's Armed Corps destroyed the retreating enemy soldiers and liberated 
Hoeryong by its own efforts. The armed corps in Chongjin, Kilju and Songjin areas 
attacked enemy stragglers, took control of factories, and raided police 
establishments. 


The resistance organizations in Cholwon and Poptong in Kangwon Province, and in 
Sinuiju in North Phyongan Province attacked local police substations and border 
guard posts, and occupied the provincial police department and provincial office 
building. They also disarmed enemy stragglers hiding at the airfield. 


In South Phyongan Province and Pyongyang a large resistance unit centred on the 
Fatherland Liberation Corps raided an arsenal, and occupied the provincial and city 
office buildings. Meanwhile, the resistance organizations in Hwanghae Province also 
attacked and contained enemy troops in various locations. 


Hard hit by the fierce attacks of the KPRA units and the Soviet army and by the 
decisive blows from the stubborn national resistance, Japanese imperialism 
declared its unconditional surrender in great haste on August 15, just a week after 
the start of the operations against Japan. 


The defeat of Japanese imperialism, one of the main forces and shock brigade of 
international fascism, by the partisans of the Korean People's Revolutionary Army 
led by the great leader General KIM IL SUNG made a great contribution to the 
victory of the worldwide anti - fascist forces. 


The victorious liberation struggle of the Korean people led by General KIM IL 
SUNG, a gifted military strategist and ever - victorious iron - willed brilliant 
commander was an inspiration for the peoples of the colonial countries fighting for 
their independence and liberation. The 1968 World Cultural Congress in Havana 
adopted a document praising the anti - Japanese armed struggle waged under the 
leadership of the great leader comrade KIM IL SUNG. 


After Korea was liberated, the colonial ruling machine of Japanese imperialism 
was liquidated and a new Korea, Korea of Juche rose like a phoenix from the ashes 
of Japanese colonialism . The Korean people became masters of their destiny. Today 
People's Korea led by the respected Marshal KIM JONG UN is well known as the 
most independent country in the world and is building a powerful socialist country 
of Juche.

He was greeted by commanding officers of the military units involved in the 
construction of industrial factories in the relevant regions. 


Watching the plans for layouts of industrial factories and greenery in the regions, 
he was briefed on the progress made in construction projects by the commanding 
officers. Then he inspected the construction sties. 


seems as if I pressed the detonator at a groundbreaking ceremony heralding the 
arrival of a new era of regional development a few days ago, but factories have 
already taken shape, he said, expressing great satisfaction over the fact that the 
overall construction project has been carried out at over 80 percent. 


Examining carefully whether the construction of factories was done as specified in 
the production line designs to ensure smooth operation of equipment and 
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maximum labor productivity, their interior walls were insulated to retain heat and 
exterior tiling was done impeccably, he estimated the quality level of construction. 


Saying that builders should never neglect the improvement of quality in 
construction, a policy requirement, as they may done so, carried away by the single 
desire to finish the construction of factories earlier, he called for building the 
regional - industry factories, which the Party promised to the people and the 
People's Army pledged to present to them as gift, to be impeccable even in the 
distant future. To this end, it is necessary to make higher demands on the field 
commanding officers and construction control organs and further enhance their 
roles, he added.

accomplishment of the Regional Development 20x10 Policy for bringing about a 
remarkable improvement in the regional economy and people's living standard, he 
clarified the decision of the Party Central Committee to make crucial measures to 
carry it out. 


Pointing out that the Party made a crucial decision in such a harsh period as now 
as it is indispensable to bringing earlier a new era of epochal development and 
comprehensive development to all regions at the same time, he said that it would be 
most reasonable to complete the sci - tech learning spaces and finish the framework 
construction of hospitals and grain management stations, occasioned by the 
deployment of People's Army units in the relevant regions for construction of their 
industrial factories, and take state - sponsored measures to inaugurate the 
hospitals and grain management stations later in yearly order. 


It is arising as the most essential task to be fulfilled without fail to successfully 
build large - scale modern hospitals in cities and counties of the regions, where the 
modernization level of public health faculties are relatively lower than those of the 
capital city, so as to promote the health of the regional people, he said, giving 
detailed instructions that in order to carry out the huge task, it is necessary to take 
measures to give precedence to the construction of their buildings, in parallel with 
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the regional - industry factories on schedule, and furnish them with necessary 
equipment, according to future state plans. 


Underlining the need to build sci - tech learning centers, he said our purpose of 
urbanizing the rural villages is to transform as early as possible the regional people 
on a working - class pattern and make them progressive and well - versed in science 
and technology, not merely to model the countryside on urban architectural beauty. 
As a practical way, it is necessary to set up 'sci - tech learning centers' in every city 
and county and disseminate knowledge needed in various fields, he said, adding it 
is an important affair conforming to the Party policy to build a country developing 
with science and technology. 


Giving an instruction to commonly call various facilities for processing and storing 
grain grain management stations', he said that they should be completely rebuilt 
under the direct control of the state, not merely in a passive attitude of repairing 
the existing facilities, in order to properly store and manage grain harvested with 
much effort without waste, and provide the people with well - processed grain, in 
particular. 


As the construction of regional - industry factories is proceeding on a full scale 
across the country and the system of construction force, supply of materials and 
command have been established in relatively good order, it is the best choice in 
terms of time and profit to push ahead with the simultaneous construction of 
modern hospitals, sci - tech learning centers and grain management stations in 
every city and county on that occasion, he affirmed repeatedly, adding that when 
the regional development policy becomes a comprehensive one of covering public 
health, science and education, not confined to the construction of only light 
industry factories, it can make sincere and tangible contributions to the 
improvement of the material and cultural life of the regional people and drastically 
raise the efficiency of regional development. 


There would be no remaining manpower as it would be too much to build all the 
new dwelling houses with the rural construction forces in cities and counties only, 
but if the vital undertakings are neglected, the efforts for regional development will 
end in vain, he stressed, adding our Party made a bold decision, reposing its trust 
in our army, the faithful defender, supporter and implementer of the Party policies, 
the pioneer of high civilization in the new era and the creator of people's happiness. 
He set forth detailed orientation for the army units mobilized for the construction of 
regional-industry factories to properly organize and allocate manpower and 
meticulously draw up the construction timetable to successfully carry out their new 
tasks. 


He said that leading officials of relevant sectors would deeply study detailed plans 
and ways for implementing the bigger ten - year goal for regional development 
before discussing, examining, deciding and adopting them at a plenary meeting to 
be held in December, and successfully carry out them in yearly order. 
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The tasks are huge and the conditions are difficult, but if we work harder, we can 
surely realize our ideal, and it is the spirit peculiar to the Korean revolutionaries to 
assume heavy duties by themselves in hard times, he said, adding the regions and 
rural villages will get rid of their centuries - old backwardness literally and undergo 
complete transformation and the appearance of our state be changed beyond 
recognition 10 years later when the grandiose goals will be attained. Appealing for 
finding the worth of doing revolution and tiding over the current ordeals, picturing 
that day, he expressed his conviction that the grand projects, which will serve as a 
great stride in hastening the regional rejuvenation and transformation, will come to 
fruition without fail. 


His field guidance at the construction sites of regional-industry factories will be 
etched in history as an important occasion, in which an important guideline and 
militant banner for enriching the Party's Regional Development 20 x 10 Policy and 
developing it onto a new high stage was brought about, and as another political 
event of epochal significance in the leadership activities of the WPK remaining 
boundlessly faithful to the original duty it assumed at the time of its foundation to 
reflect the people's desire and demands in its policies and fulfill them.

Statement by Chief of Foreign News Section, 
of Department of Press and Information of DPRK Foreign Ministry 


The chief of the Foreign News Section of the Department of Press and Information 
of the DPRK Foreign Ministry on Thursday issued a press statement 'To definitely 
keep military balance is prerequisite for peace and stability, which said: 


Amid the ongoing large - scale U.S. - ROK military exercises, Ulji Freedom Shield, 
the U.S. Department of State approved the sale of 36 AH - 64E Apache attack 
helicopters and components to the ROK. 


Claiming that the sale would improve the ROK's military capability, the U.S. 
military clarified a contradictory stand that it would not change the fundamental 
military balance in the region. 


Media and experts are focusing on the future impact on the security situation in 
the Korean peninsula, estimating that if the sale is fulfilled, attack helicopters will 
be newly deployed in the ROK and the performance of Apache helicopters, 
purchased from the U.S. and deployed for operation in 2017, will be improved. 


We strongly oppose and reject the U.S. and its vassal forces' arms buildup posing 
a grave danger to the regional security environment and escalating the military 
tension and warn them seriously of the consequences to be entailed by it. 


One side's arms buildup against the other side, whether its scale is large or small, 
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may affect military and political situation in the region. 


Amid the ever - escalating political and military tension in the Korean peninsula 
due to the U.S. - ROK large - scale joint military drills, the U.S. announced the sale 
of offensive weapons to the ROK. This is a reckless provocative act of deliberately 
increasing the security instability in the region. 


The U.S. is now getting more active in its arms sale to Japan, ROK and other allies 
in the Asia - Pacific region, and this is a challenge to security in the region that 
cannot be overlooked. 


Last year, too, the U.S. concluded a 'security of supply arrangement' with the ROK 
military aimed at prompt supply of military goods, after deciding to deliver such 
various kinds of ultra - modern lethal war equipment worth of astronomical amount 
of money as 25 F - 35 stealth fighters, 36 SM - 6 fleet - to - air interceptor missiles 
and 42 AIM - 9X Sidewinder air - to - air missiles. 


It also offered six latest P-8A Poseidon sea - patrol planes to the ROK in June this 
year and is going to hand over in December the first supplies of 12 new - type MH 
60R sea operational helicopters to delivered to the latter. 


Besides, it has recently eased its military technology and arms export control on 
UK and Australia and got more undisguised in the sale of weapons to its allies in 
the Asia - Pacific region, including Japan and Taiwan. 


The security crises in different parts of the world clearly prove that the U.S. offer of 
lethal weapons is a key factor in escalating military confrontation and contradiction 
in the region and disturbing the military balance and thus increasing the danger of 
a new conflict. 


The prevailing situation urgently calls for thoroughly ensuring the military balance 
in the region by increasing the defence capabilities in every way in direct proportion 
to security challenge and threats that may result from the U.S. arms sale. 


To thoroughly reject and strongly counter the imbalance of strength imposed by 
the U.S. and its followers is a prerequisite for defending the sovereign interests of 
our country and ensuring the regional peace and stability. 


Since the U.S. is keen on the provision of war hardware and lethal equipment to 
its allies in the region, the DPRK's strategic deterrence will be further strengthened 
to protect the national security and interests and the regional peace. 


The DPRK will steadily conduct the necessary military activities for self-defence to 
control the military imbalance and instability that may be caused by the military 
moves and delivery of lethal equipment of the hostile forces getting more reckless 


with passage of time.

As the relationship of the U.S.-led alliance is, in terms of its nature and character, 
evolving into a nuclear - based military bloc, the military security environment 
surrounding the Democratic People's Republic of Korea is facing drastic changes, 
both strategically and structurally. 


This highlights the fact that our state has no reason to rest content with its current 
level of war deterrent. 


To look back on the past five years, we can see that the concept of nuclear has 
been associated with every military action targeting the DPRK taken by the United 
States, and now its vassal states have grown reckless enough to share its nukes. 


This situation demands that we keep accelerating the development of our 
Republic's armed forces for maintaining their supremacy, and also of the self-reliant 
defence industry that provides solid support to this end. 


Genuine peace can be guaranteed only by the build - up of immense strength. 


Negotiations and confrontation are among our options, but we must be more 
thoroughly prepared to cope with the latter - this is the review and conclusion we 
have derived from the 30 - odd years of dealing with the United States, and it is the 
keynote of our consistent policy towards the United States. 


The fact that the United States and the groups of its top-class stooges are 
overstepping the mark in their outrageous military manoeuvres provides evidence 
for the justice of our cause, and this compels us to bolster up our self-defensive 
military capability more perfectly and rapidly. This will inevitably hasten the failure, 
shame and destruction on the part of the enemy. 


The United States we are now confronting is by no means an administration that 
remains in power for a tenure of some years, but a hostile state that our 
descendants, too, will have to counter generation after generation. This fact testifies 
to the inevitability of the steady improvement of our defence capability. 
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We should possess the capability to cope on our own initiative with new, potential 
dangers to our security, as well as the various imminent threats by the United 
States. This is a crucial task for providing a long - term guarantee for defending the 
sovereignty, security, interests and territorial integrity of our state. 


At present, the Democratic People's Republic of Korea has built up its national 
system of nuclear forces, with which to promptly counter any type of threatening 
actions by the nuclear - armed enemy states, and we have made steady efforts to 
make the nuclear forces fully ready for action. 


However, witnessing the rapidly-changing global security environment and the 
reckless expansion of the U.S. - led military bloc system, we have come to a 
conclusion that the nuclear forces of our state and its nuclear posture should be 
more thoroughgoing and perfect, and we feel its necessity every day and every 
minute. 


Our mightiness is not what it is now, but it lies in our relentless pursuit of 
mightiness. 

Stagnation in military supremacy is just the beginning of inferiority in defence 
capability. 


We must never forget that if we rest content with the present level of supremacy 
that has taken so much cost for us to reach, we should pay more later. 


Clear is our standpoint in coping with the U.S. moves to aggravate the situation. 


If it continues attempting to jeopardize the security of the region in disregard of 
our repeated warnings, we will make the United States acutely aware that there will 
be fatal consequences for its own security. 


I make it clear once again: Whether engaged in negotiations or confrontation, 
possessing a great military strength is an obligation and right a sovereign state 
must never neglect or budge on at any moment. 


Unless an end is put to the nuclear threat against us, and as long as there exist 
the imperialist forces that resort to nukes as a means of their tyranny, there will 
never be a moment's halt or a breathing space on our journey for the consolidation 
of our nuclear war deterrent. 


Our strength will continue to evolve, and our military supremacy will deny its 
limits forever. 


The Democratic People's Republic of Korea will resolutely face both imminent and 
potential challenges by attaining a more refined and improved posture of its nuclear 
forces as soon as possible to contain any nuclear threats and defend itself from 
them. 
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Given the fact that the United States and its vassal forces have been tightening the 
screw on the DPRK by resorting to military means, Kim Jong Un said, it has been 
an indisputable option for the DPRK to make sustained efforts to increase its 
defence capability. 


He went on: 


Building up the nuclear war deterrent and developing it to the highest level 
possible is the best option for effectively confronting the nuclear blackmail and 
multi - faceted isolation schemes by the United States and for earmarking a larger 
investment for economic development and improvement of the people's living 
standards - this is the principled standpoint we have consistently maintained over 
the last ten or so years since we proclaimed the new line of promoting the country's 
economic construction and building up its nuclear forces simultaneously, and its 
validity and viability have been clearly proved through practice. 


We should always bear this in mind, and work hard to achieve the goals of the five 

- year strategy for defence development advanced by the eighth-term Central 
Committee of the Party, uncompromisingly and faultlessly, thoroughly and 
completely. 


The munitions industry must never compromise on its absolute mission that 
increased production of military hardware provides a sure guarantee for 
safeguarding the country's sovereignty and enhancing its prestige; it should work 
hard to achieve greater and prouder successes in attaining the Party's objectives for 
modernizing the defence industry and in carrying out its task of producing weapons 
of the Juche type. 


The army units, to which the new-type weapon system is to be transferred, should 
master the new system as early as possible, actively organize and conduct training 
in a real - war atmosphere to operate it so effectively as to maximize its efficiency in 
battle, and maintain a prompt and proper operational posture.

22nd Emergency Enlarged Meeting of Political Bureau, 
of Eighth Central Committee Workers' Party of Korea Held 
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Shortly ago, floods and heavy rains seriously and consecutively damaged some 
areas of the country, including North Phyongan and Jagang provinces. 


In this regard, the 22nd emergency enlarged meeting of the Political Bureau of the 
Eighth Central Committee of the Workers' Party of Korea ( WPK ) was held in the 
damaged area of Sinuiju City, North Phyongan Province from July 29 to 30 to take 
urgent recovery measures. 


- Prior to the meeting, the respected Comrade Kim Jong Un inspected the flooded. 
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areas, together with the premier of the Cabinet and secretaries of the WPK Central 
Committee. 


Many public buildings, facilities, roads and railways, including more than 4 100 
dwelling houses and nearly 3 000 hectares of farmlands, were flooded in Sinuiju 
City and Uiju County located on the lower reaches of the Amnok River. 


Going round the areas deeply flooded beyond recognition, Kim Jong Un expressed 
deep concern and his determination to take strong state measures for the 
restoration in the shortest time to provide the people with a better cradle for life. 
Attending the meeting were members of the Presidium of the Political Bureau of the 
WPK Central Committee and members and alternate members of the Political 
Bureau. 


Present as observers were senior officials in the fields related to the restoration 
including electric power, railways, communications and agriculture. 


Kim Jong Un presided over the meeting. 


Noting that an emergency enlarged meeting was convened to discuss the damage 
prevention and recovery measures as regards the fact that flooding simultaneously 
damaged several areas in recent days and its further danger was created, he 
detailed the present national and regional flood damage. 


He gave an appraisal of the relief measures and recovery work, taken and 
conducted by the relevant regions and institutions at all levels since the happening 
of disaster, and analyzed the achievements and shortcomings. 


Enumerating such revealed evils as the issue of disaster danger, which could be 
surely minimized in the early period but was amplified due to the failure of unified 
command despite the establishment of the state guidance system related to 
emergency disaster response, and the issue of provinces, cities and counties, which 
could not but helplessly suffer from disaster for their chronic and indifferent 
attitude toward the disaster prevention work as they had been not greatly damaged 
by flood in the past, he proposed to strictly punish those who severely neglected 
their responsible duties assigned by the Party and the state and thus caused even 
the casualty that can not be allowed. 


Saying that the people observe the meeting even at this moment as they trust the 
Party, he underscored the need to take in a strong and meticulous way all measures 
to eradicate the aftermath as soon as possible, bearing deep in mind the 
expectation of the people and the important mission before them, and set forth 
important tasks and ways for doing so. 


He stressed that measures should be taken to urgently supply the reserved 
materials for emergency disaster to quickly stabilize the life of inhabitants in the 
flood - hit areas and the Cabinet and relevant ministries and national agencies 
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should be actively mobilized in the work. 


He detailed the practical issues arising in the recovery work, including the issue of 
correctly surveying the damage and losses in provinces and, on this basis, 
scientifically calculating the scale of restoration, manpower and budget, the issue of 
ensuring promptness in the restoration campaign by mobilizing the design forces of 
the capital city and local areas without delay and giving precedence to designs and 
the issue of dispatching construction forces to the areas as soon as possible and 
fully supplying and transporting materials. 


Saying that it is necessary to thoroughly prevent additional damage caused by the 
disastrous climate in the future, he called on the meteorological forecast sector to 
make forecast in a responsible manner and on every sector and unit to make 
thorough preparations for preventing damage with the highest awareness and, in 
particular, make sure that no casualty is caused. 


Calling for dynamically pushing ahead with the work to rapidly stockpile essential 
equipment and apparatuses for rescue operation at a time when disaster occurs, he 
made public important measures for it. 


Calling upon the participants in the meeting including the members of the Political 
Bureau to visit the tents where the flood victims of Uiju County are staying 
temporarily and thus heavily feel their responsibility while directly watching their 
living condition, console and encourage them, make a deep study of detailed 
measures for restoration, listening to their candid voices, and submit them to the 
Political Bureau, he concluded the first - day sitting.. 


The second - day sitting took place on July 30. 


The meeting of the Political Bureau studied the draft decision on the immediate 
recovery from flood damage. 


The decision 'On rapidly removing the flood damage in North Phyongan and Jagang 
Provinces' was adopted with unanimous approval at the meeting. 


At the meeting, Ri Hi Yong, former first vice department director of the 
Organizational Leadership Department of the WPK Central Committee, was 
appointed as chief secretary of the North Phyongan Provincial Committee of the 
WPK, Pak Song Chol, chief secretary of the North Phyongan Provincial Committee of 
the WPK, as chief secretary of the Jagang Provincial Committee of the WPK and 
Pang Tu Sop, first vice department director of the Department of Political 
Leadership over Military Affairs of the WPK Central Committee, as minister of Public 
Security. 


Concluding the meeting, Kim Jong Un said that whenever we meet a crisis, we 
have been brave and offensive in the face of it and have always worked only 
miracles and there is nothing impossible as long as there are the leadership of the 
Party and the army and people remaining faithful to the Party.

Moran Hill Noted for Scenic, 
Historical and Monumental Heritage 


Choesung Pavilion 


Moran Hill is adjacent to the right side of the Taedong River that meanders 
through Pyongyang Municipality. 


From olden times, when it comes to the scenery of Pyongyang, Moran Hill has 
been a premier choice. 


The hill abuts Ryongnam Hill to the north, Mansu and other low hills to the south, 
Chongnyu Cliff to the east, and the Taedong River at its foot. It commands a view of 
the Rungna Islet in the middle of the river. 


It consists of several adjoining peaks that rise along the gentle ridge extending 


northward, southward and westward, centred on Choesung Pavilion ( 95 metres 
above sea level ) in Mt Kumsu sprawling along the Taedong River. 
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Ulmil Pavilion Hyonmu Gate 


The peaks resemble a peony blossom, hence its name Moran, aka Hambangme. 
The mysterious and harmonious landform, luxuriant green foliage and beautiful 
flowers blooming from season to season blend together to make a sight to behold. 


The main bedrock of the hill is sandstone and shale of the Mesozoic Jurassic 
period. The soil is brownish forest soil, rich in humus and thick in the cover, which 
is favourable for plants to grow. 


Moran Hill is called a garden of Pyongyang for its rich variety of flora. 


Moranbong Park, with an area of over 270 hectares, is home to more than 200 000 
trees of over 180 species, including Metasequoia glyptostroboides, pine nut and 
other coniferous trees, acacia, ginkgo and other broad - leaf trees, apricot, peach 
and other fruit trees, as well as magnolia, azalea, Rhododendron yedoense and 
other shrubs. 


Furthermore, various beautiful wild birds, including the national bird 
magpie, Eophona migratoria and pheasant, add beauty to the scenery of the hill. 


Chongnyu Cliff boasts a rare pagoda tree and a tree fossil, both preserved as 
natural monuments. There are a host of historical relics in different parts of the hill. 
The view Ulmil Pavilion on Moran Hill commands in spring and the sight of the first 
full moon of the year on Pubyok Pavilion on Chongnyu Cliff are among the eight 
famous scenes of Pyongyang. 


Ulmil Pavilion was built as a military commanding site in the mid-6th century 
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while the keep of the Walled City of Pyongyang was under construction in the period 
of Koguryo Kingdom ( 277 BC - AD 668 ). Legends have it that fairy Ulmil flew down 
to have a good time on the pavilion and Ulmil, a military commander of Koguryo, 
fought bravely to defend the pavilion. 


Pubyok Pavilion on Chongnyu Cliff was originally called Yongmyong Pavilion, but 
it was renamed as it seemed to float on the crystal - clear water flowing under the 
cliff. 


According to a tale, Kim Hwang Won, a famous poet in the period of Koryo 
Kingdom ( 918 - 1392 ), was so captivated by its scenery that he tried to compose a 
poem to sing of it, but he failed to finish it and lamented his lack of ability after 
throwing away his writing brush. 


In addition, there are Choesung Pavilion, Chilsong Gate, Hyonmu Gate and 
Jongum Gate around the hill. 


Blending in with such old buildings as Ulmil and Choesung pavilions are new ones 
built on the intermediate peaks and their hillside, namely Sungni, Phyonghwa, 
Aeryon, Rogum, Songga and Ondal. 


At the foot of the hill stand monumental edifices such as Kim Il Sung Stadium, the 
Arch of Triumph, and Kaeson Youth Park and other modern cultural facilities. The 
iconic Rungna Bridge and the Chongnyu Bridge stretch to the two tunnels named 
Kumnung that pierce the hill.

( May 1932 - February 1933 ) 
Chapter 6- "The Years af Trials" 
part 45 
"On the Heights of Luozigou" 


The entry of the Japanese troops into the town of Antu was close at hand. The pro- 
Japanese landlords had prepared flags to welcome the Japanese. The national 
salvation army could no longer stay in Liangjiangkou. Regiment Commander Meng 
was ordered to retreat in the direction of the Luozigou and Wangqing areas, where 
there were grasslands surrounded by mountains. In view of the rapidly changing 
situation we decided to leave Antu with the national salvation army troops. This 
decision was taken at a meeting of the committee for work with soldiers convened at 
Liangjiangkou. Our general plan was to shift our operational base to Wangqing, but 
we decided for the time being to encamp in Luozigou where the retreating national 
salvation army units were assembling and continue our work with the Chinese 
nationalist anti - Japanese units. The troops of Commander Yu, too, withdrew from 
Antu to Luozigou. 


While we were busy preparing for our departure for north Manchuria, my brother 
Chol Ju came to see me in Liangjiangkou. 


"Brother, I would like to go with your unit. Without you I cannot live in Tuqidian any 
more," he said before I could ask him why he had come. 


I could understand what he meant when he said he wanted to go with our unit. It 
must have been unbearable for a sensitive boy of his age to be living off someone else 
in a remote village in Xiaoshahe after the death of his mother. 


Tf you leave Tuqidian, what will become of Yong Ju? The boy won't be able to bear 
it alone." 


"[he embarrassment is too much for me to endure. I feel that the two of us are 
hangers - on. If only Yong Ju stays with the villagers, it will be better, I think.” 


While I thought that he was right in what he said, I could not agree to his request. 
He was 16, so he might come with the unit and serve as a soldier, provided he had a 
gun. He was big and sturdy for his age. But still he was no more than a boy and 
might be a burden to the guerrilla unit. Moreover, he was shouldering a heavy 
responsibility in improving the work of the Young Communist League in the Antu 
area. 


Tf you ask again in two or three years” time, I will readily agree. But I cannot allow 
it now. Even if your situation is difficult and you feel lonely, endure it for a few years 
more. While working as a farmhand or doing seasonal labour, work hard to promote 
the work of the Young Communist League. Underground work is no less important 
than the armed struggle, so you mustn't neglect it. Look to the Young Communist 
League and then, when it is time, join the revolutionary army." 


I soothed and humoured him to convince him. Then I took him to an inn by a pond. 
We entered a room. It was bleak in the room with the paper flaps at the edges of the 
window frames making dreary sounds in the cold draught of air. I ordered wine and 
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some food. We were served with two plates of frozen bean curd and a bottle of wine. 
Seeing them, my brother's eyes filled with tears. Knowing that I was sober in my 
habits, he seemed to realize the significance of drink. 


“Chol Ju, forgive me for refusing your request. Do you think that I don't want to take 
you along? Because I must leave you behind, I feel my heart is breaking. But Chol Ju, 
we must part here, though it is sad." 


I said this under the influence of the wine; I could hardly have said it otherwise. But 
I could not suppress the tears welling up in my eyes. I got up to leave, fearing that 
Chol Ju might see my tears, but he rose from the table, too, leaving his half-finished 
drink behind. 


“Brother, I understand.” 


With this, he came up to me from behind and silently took my hands in his for a 
moment. That was how I parted with my brother, never to see him again. Whenever I 
recollect the dismal and dreary autumn by the pond, I deeply regret that I did not 
hold his hands longer and more warmly that day when he quietly took my hands for 
a moment before leaving. Looking back now, it was too sad a parting. If I had granted 
his request at that time my brother might not have died so young, before reaching 20. 
His life was but a flicker of light. 


As soon as he reached ten years of age, Chol Ju began to follow the revolutionary 
organizations. In Fusong he was in charge of the propaganda work of the Saenal 
Children’s Union, and after going to Xiaoshahe he worked as the secretary of the 
district committee of the Young Communist League. After parting with me in 
Liangjiangkou, he trained many Young Communist League members and sent them to 
join the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army. He took on the difficult task of working 
with the Chinese nationalist anti - Japanese units of his own free will. He took part in 
the assault on the town of Dadianzi with the soldiers of a Chinese anti - Japanese 
unit. The Chinese antiJapanese unit under the command of Du Yi - shun with which 
my brother had established contact fought well against the Jiandao punitive 
detachment of the Japanese army, it was reported. 


After that Chol Ju assumed the heavy responsibility of working as the revolutionary 
organization's operational chief for work with the Chinese nationalist anti - Japanese 
units in Antu and worked with the anti-Japanese unit commanded by Xu Kui - wu 
which was stationed at Lupai, Zhangzaicun in Fuyandong, Yanji County. Xu Kui - wu 
was a perverse and stiff - necked leader who proclaimed himself to be an anti- 
Japanese champion but was hostile to all the Korean communists. At first, he had 
been on friendly terms with Koreans. But after the members of the Anti Japanese 
Women's Association in Fuyandong had rescued a Korean girl, a member of the 
Young Communist League, who had been detained by him as a concubine, he began 
to turn away from the Korean communists. She had been detained when she went to 
his unit with a group of entertainers to give a propaganda performance. Once she was 
captured by the man, no woman could get off unhurt unless she satisfied his desires. 
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Xu Kui-wu had often used such means to change his women. After the girl member of 
the Young Communist League had been rescued by the Women's Association, the 
Koreans could no longer maintain contact with his unit. Even those who had been on 
good terms with him would not go near him. Xu Kui - wu, maddened because of his 
unsatisfied lust, made his men maltreat and suppress Koreans. 


Then my brother Chol Ju visited the unit of Xu Kui - wu, accompanied by Comrade 
Rim Chun Chu, a licensed herb doctor. 


"Ive heard, sir, that you are seriously ill, so I've come to inquire after your health,” 
said. Chol Ju courteously in fluent Chinese. 


But Xu Kui - wu did not deign to look at him. He hated the sight of Koreans and did 
not want to talk to them. 


"l'ue come with an able doctor to cure your illness. Please allow him to treat you.” 


When Chol Ju said this, he became more interested and said that he would try it if 
the doctor was skilled. After a few days” acupuncture treatment by Comrade Rim 
Chun Chu, he said with great delight that he had been suffering from migraine, but 
Doctor Rim had driven the motley ghosts out of his head. Chol Ju took the opportunity 
to stay on in the unit of Xu and work openly with the Chinese anti - Japanese 
soldiers. In later days Xu Kui - wu, having joined our route army, was appointed 
commander of the tenth regiment and fought courageously to the end. Previously he 
had led a decadent life saying that he could not live even for a single day without 
opium and women. But after joining the revolutionary army, he was even admitted to 
the Communist Party. When I, on behalf of the unit, congratulated him on his 
admission to the party, he said, "Comrade Commander, today I am thinking of your 
brother. But for Chol Ju, I would never have seen this day." Then he told me of how 
Chol Ju had come to him with Comrade Rim Chun Chu and cured him of his illness 
and how he had persevered in leading him back onto the path of the anti - Japanese 
struggle. 


In June 1935 Chol Ju died heroically in the battle around Chechangzi. I was at Lake 
Jingbo when I received word of his death. That is probably why even now whenever I 
see a large river or lake, I think of my brother. 


After Chol Ju had been killed in battle, my youngest brother was completely without 
family. After the family of Kim Jong Ryong had gone to the Chechangzi guerrilla base, 
he wandered from place to place earning a living by baby - sitting and running 
errands for other people. The Kwantung Army was taking into custody anyone 
related to me in order to use them to bring me to “allegiance,” so my brother had to 
roam aimlessly, under a false name and by concealing his identity, about cities and 
villages all over the three provinces of Manchuria and even in China proper. He once 
stayed in Beijing for a while. After liberation I saw some documentary material 
concerning the search for my brother in the archives left behind by the Japanese 
police. When he was working at the Xinjing brewery, he became so homesick that he 
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returned to the homeland and spent about three months there. He turned up in 
Mangyongdae wearing a black suit and white shoes. His appearance was so dashing 
that our grandfather even wondered if his youngest grandson had got a high public 
post and made his fortune. My brother wanted to set the minds of his grandparents 
at rest, so he told them he was attending university in Changchun. Since the police 
had a dragnet cast for him, and photographs of him had been distributed, he could 
not stay at Mangyongdae but stopped with my aunt. Then he returned to Manchuria. 


After leaving Liangjiangkou, the 40 men of the Anti - Japanese People's Guerrilla 
Army moved northward in the direction of Nanhutou along mountain ridges, via 
Dunhua and Emu. On the way we stopped at Fuerhe where I had spent my days as 
a “farmhand” and conducted political enlightenment work among the inhabitants. 
Also, our unit fought a fierce battle with a convoy of the Japanese army that was 
constructing the Dunhua - Tumen railway near Haerbaling, Dunhua County. After 
that battle I met Ko Jae Bong at Toudaoliangzi in the same county. He had left 
Sidaohuanggou where the enemy was riding roughshod over the people and come to 
Toudaoliangzi where he was teaching at the peasants” school run by the 
underground organization. It was only 7 miles from Toudaoliangzi to the county town 
of Dunhua. At Toudaoliangzi I met his mother, too. We distributed to all the houses 
there the flour we had captured in the battle with the Japanese army convoy. Then 
we prepared some food with it and had a meal with the people. The cotton cloth we 
had captured was handed over to the peasants’ school to make uniforms for the 
pupils. Leaving Toudaoliangzi, our unit went farther north and conducted 
enlightenment work with the Chinese nationalist anti Japanese units near Guandi 
and in the Nanhutou area. Then we moved into the Wangqing area, where we studied 
the activities of the party and Young Communist League bodies and mass 
organizations and made the acquaintance of people from all walks of life. This might 
well be called foundation work for establishing an operational base in Wangqing. 


In Wangqing, too, we did not relax the work with the Chinese anti - Japanese units. 1 
went to Lishugou to meet Guan Bao-quan's unit which had been attacked by a 
special detachment led by Ri Kwang for a few rifles. But Guan Bao-quan had 
abandoned the anti - Japanese cause and gone away. Frankly speaking, I had 
decided that, when I met Battalion Commander Guan, I would apologize to him on 
behalf of our comrades in Wangqing and discuss ways to conduct a joint struggle 
with him and thereby resolve the temporary discord and antagonism that had been 
created between the Korean and Chinese armed units. Although Guan Bao - quan 
had disappeared, I sent a message in the hope of meeting the other people who 
remained behind. Some 100 men of the Chinese unit came to us to see what kind of a 
unit was the Kim Il Sung unit which had smashed the Japanese troops at Dunhua 
county town. I admitted to them that it had been an unfriendly deed on the part of our 
Wangqing special detachment to have acted so outrageously against the soldiers of 
the unit of Battalion Commander Guan for the purpose of obtaining weapons, and 
spoke frankly about the joint struggle of the Korean and Chinese peoples and the 
mission of the Chinese nationalist anti - Japanese units. My speech was received well 
by the men of the Chinese unit. A commanding officer named Kao Shan said after my 
speech that he had been thinking of abandoning the anti Japanese struggle like Guan 
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Bao - quan, but that he would follow the right path from then. After that he fought 
well on the anti Japanese front as he had pledged to. Our relations with the Chinese 
anti - Japanese unit in Wangqing, which had been a great headache, were settled 
amicably in this way. 


With the object of eliminating the Left deviation revealed in the work with the 
Chinese anti - Japanese units and bringing more of these units into the anti - 
Japanese united front, we called a meeting of the anti - Japanese soldiers' committee 
in Luozigou. At that time the national salvation army units concentrated in Dongning 
county town were preparing to retreat to China proper through the Soviet Union. We 
decided that the national salvation army must by all means be stopped from fleeing 
across the border and that they should join us in the anti - Japanese front, otherwise, 
our guerrilla struggle might face grave difficulties; the enemy's "punitive" forces that 
were scattered everywhere to destroy the Chinese anti - Japanese units would be 
concentrated on our guerrilla force that was no more than a few hundred strong and 
might destroy at a stroke our armed force that was still in its cradle. The balance of 
forces could turn decisively in favour of the enemy. At the time the Japanese army 
was stepping up its offensive against the anti - Japanese armed forces everywhere 
with the intention of occupying all the small towns in Manchuria. They even sought to 
seize all the county towns. 


The meeting was attended by some 40 people, including me and Ri Kwang, Chen 
Han - zhang, Wang Run - cheng, Hu Jin - min and Zhou Bao - zhong. Ri Kwang and 1 
represented our country and Chen Han - zhang, Wang Run - cheng, Hu Jin - min and 
Zhou Bao - zhong, China. The main item on the agenda concerned the measures to 
stop the desertion of the national salvation army and strengthen the anti-Japanese 
united front. 


The meeting first discussed the mistake of the Wangqing guerrilla unit. The mistake 
had resulted from the Kim Myong San incident, which had happened in the Wangqing 
unit. Kim Myong San was a Korean who had served in the *guard corps" in the days 
of Zhang Xue - liang's army before defecting to the Wangqing guerrilla unit with six 
Chinese soldiers after the September 18 incident. Originally a master hunter, he was 
a good combatant. When he defected to them, the comrades of the Wangqing unit 
were overjoyed, welcoming his arrival as an unexpected fortune. But once one of the 
six Chinese men was sent on a scouting mission to an enemy - controlled area. He ate 
a plate of fried buns in a cookshop at Dakanzi without paying for it, having no money. 
After returning to the unit, he reported the fact honestly. The Left elements in the 
leadership of the county party committee labelled the Chinese soldier as an evil man 
who brought disgrace on the guerrilla unit and shot him to death. The number of 
Chinese guerrillas executed in Wangqing on the decision of the military department of 
the county party committee was more than ten. 


Frightened by the atmosphere of terror, the other Chinese men who had defected 
with Kim Myong San deserted from the unit and joined the unit of Guan Bao - quan 
stationed near Macun. They spread the rumour that the guerrillas were killing 
Chinese at random. Alarmed at this, Guan Bao - quan moved his unit to a deep 
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mountain recess a long way from the area where the guerrilla unit was stationed and 
watched for an opportunity to kill Korean communists. On the anniversary of the 
October Revolution, the people of Wangqing gathered to celebrate with primitive 
weapons such as spears and sticks in their hands. They carried such crude weapons 
in order to create a festive atmosphere. Thinking wrongly that the people were 
gathering to attack his unit, Guan Bao - quan flared up and had many Koreans shot 
to death. Among the dead were Kim Un Sik who, as chief of staff under Guan 
Baoquan, had been enlightening the national salvation army men and promoting the 
united front movement, and other political workers including Hong Hae Il and Won 
Hong Gwon who had been dispatched from the guerrilla unit. It was a counterattack 
which, as the saying goes, *Sow the wind and reap the whirlwind.” 


Afterwards, Guan Bao-quan's men who had renounced their struggle, began to go 
by twos and threes to the area under enemy rule. The Wangqing guerrilla unit, on the 
pretext of stopping the surrender of the men of Guan's unit, disarmed them. Then, 
finally, they killed a few of the unit who had surrendered on the ground that they 
refused to give up their arms meekly. 


With this incident as the start the members of Guan's unit went on a war of 
vengeance against Korean communists without discrimination. Whenever they met 
young Koreans who they imagined were involved in the communist movement, they 
caught them and shot them. The Wangqing guerrilla unit, which was only a few 
months old, suffered a great loss after being surrounded by the Chinese nationalist 
anti - Japanese unit. 


The tactlessness and indiscretion they revealed in their relations with the Chinese 
anti - Japanese unit rapidly undermined Korea - China relations and created an 
insurmountable pit in the way of the Korean revolution. 


The people attending the meeting mercilessly criticized the commanders of the 
Wangqing guerrilla unit who had spoilt relations with the Chinese anti - Japanese 
units without being aware of the grave nature of their mistake and who were still 
insisting on taking reprisals. After a long debate they reached a common 
understanding on the principles and rules of action to be abided by in the work with 
the national salvation army. 


The next question we discussed at the meeting concerned how to keep the national 
salvation army in Manchuria and induce it to continue with the anti-Japanese 
struggle. 


At the time this army was tens of thousands strong, and yet they considered 
themselves incapable of standing up to the Japanese army. Taking at face value the 
story of the “invincibility” of the Japanese army spread by the Japanese themselves, 
they believed there was no force on earth which could match Japan and no army 
equal to the Japanese army, and they virtually gave up fighting. All they cared about 
was how to avoid being killed or captured by the Japanese troops and how to escape 
to safety beyond Shanhaiguan where there was as yet no spark of war. 
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The Japanese army intended to concentrate its attack on the forces of Wang De - lin 
in Jiandao. Once its attack started, it seemed that Luozigou would fall into its hands 
sooner or later. 


The people attending the meeting resolved to defend Luozigou at all costs together 
with the national salvation army. To defend Luozigou, it was necessary to dissuade 
Wang De - lin from fleeing to the Soviet Union. The national salvation army planned to 
go to China proper via the Soviet Union. It was then common practice among the 
leaders and soldiers of the Chinese anti Japanese units to flee across the Soviet - 
Manchurian border. Li Du and Ma Zhan - shan who had tens of thousands of men 
under their command had fled to China proper by way of the Soviet Union. The only 
way to prevent the national salvation army from taking flight was to gain a crushing 
victory over the Japanese army so as to rid them completely of their illusions and fear 
of the “invincible imperial army.” Of those present at the meeting Zhou Bao - zhong 
was the right person to take on the job of talking to Wang De - lin. Zhou Bao-zhong 
had been authorized by the Comintern to work as adviser to Wang. I told Zhou to 
prevail upon Wang to stop his retreat and form a united front with the guerrilla units. 
I said: 


^We are capable of a long - drawn - out guerrilla war based on the Korean 
population in east Manchuria. But this depends on the national salvation army, and 
you must persuade Wang De-lin to convince his men to remain in Manchuria and 
continue with the war of resistance to the last man. When they say they are going to 
the Soviet Union, they are not intending to make a socialist revolution in Siberia but 
hoping to make off to China proper by way of the Soviet territory." 


On hearing this, Zhou Bao - zhong shook his head and said that it was a difficult 
problem to solve. 


"You talk like that because you don't have sufficient inside knowledge," he 
remarked. "The national salvation army is a horde of cowards. I tell you they are a 
gang of fainthearts who will sneak away trembling at the mere sight of a Japanese 
plane that has come to drop leaflets. There is no way I shall be able to make them 
fight a. battle. I have never seen such a dastardly rabble in my life. You are dreaming 
if you think that you can strike at the Japanese army in an alliance with the national 
salvation army." 


Many people insisted on the impossibility of an alliance as Zhou Bao - zhong did. So 
differences arose, and criticism was levelled at the people who clung to the belief that 
it was impossible. Everyone posed as a hero, a genius and a leader. The committee 
for work with soldiers of the national salvation army was a temporary organization 
consisting of people who were engaged in political work in the provinces and, 
therefore, had no definite leader. But at the meeting I took the chair, and it was 
conducted according to all due formality. I chaired the meeting not because I was a 
superior but because the Chinese comrades recommended me, remarking that Kim Il 
Sung was the best hand in dealing with the men of the national salvation army. That 
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was the Luozigou Meeting. It was the last meeting of the committee for work with 
soldiers of the national salvation army. After the meeting the committee was 
dissolved. 


According to the decision of the Luozigou Meeting, we - Ri Kwang, Chen Han-zhang, 
Zhou Bao - zhong, Hu Jin-min and I - divided between us the work with the units of 
Wang De - lin, Wu Yi - cheng and Chai Shi - rong. Wu Yi - cheng and Chai Shi - rong 
were subordinates of Wang De - lin. Later we received a report from Chen Han - 
zhang who had gone to Wu Yi - cheng's unit. Wu Yi- cheng had promised to follow the 
line laid down at the Luozigou Meeting, which was good news. While I was 
negotiating with the unit of Wang De - lin, the Japanese army moved to threaten the 
Luozigou area. Alarmed at the prospect of our main unit forming a common front with 
the unit of Wang, the enemy pressed on with their attack in large numbers. Wang De - 
lin did not think of fighting but fled from Luozigou. Tens of thousands of troops rushed 
towards the Soviet - Manchurian border to escape the attack of the Japanese army 
like so many fallen leaves being blown away by a gust of wind in the autumn. 


A guerrilla force of only a few dozen men could hardly defend Luozigou. Therefore, 
we retreated towards Dongning County together with the men of the national 
salvation army. Even as we went to Dongning County I wanted to induce them to turn 
round. During our retreat we had to fight fierce battles against enormous odds, ours 
being a. negligible force. So our retreat was difficult. As it was the eleventh month of 
the lunar calendar, many of the Chinese anti - Japanese soldiers perished from the 
cold. 


As we retreated with the national salvation army, I persevered in trying to persuade 
Wang De - lin to change his mind. If he had listened to me, we could have formed a 
common front and waged the anti - Japanese armed struggle successfully in 
Manchuria. But he did not agree to my suggestion. He ran away to China proper via 
the Soviet Union. 


We abandoned the negotiations with Wang and altered our course, heading towards 
the Wangqing area, which was our final destination. I had walked nearly a hundred 
miles from Luozigou, until I was in sight of the Soviet - Manchurian border, but I had 
to turn away without managing to persuade him. I felt indescribably depressed and 
gloomy. Now that the national salvation army tens of thousands of men strong has 
fled, finding it impossible to face the Japanese army, what shall our unit of only 18 
men do to survive the winter? By what ingenious means can we get over the 
difficulty? I reflected. Eighteen men might well be regarded as next to nothing, *a drop 
in the ocean," which was an expression used by the Japanese. Our unit of 40 men 
had shrunk to 18 men for a variety of reasons. Some had been killed in battle and 
others had left due to illness. Yet others had been sent away because they were 
physically unfit or sent back home because they had confessed that they could not 
continue the struggle. The elderly people from the Independence Army and some 
young men from farming districts had succumbed to the difficulties most easily. The 
comrades who had been in the Young Communist League organization and engaged 
in the revolutionary struggle since the time of Jilin stayed on in the unit to the last. 
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What I realized once again as I headed for Wangqing, risking my life with my 18 men, 
was that only men who had been steeled in an organizational life could hold to their 
faith to the last and discharge their moral obligations as revolutionaries, however 
great the adversity. 


On our way to Wangqing we happened to meet Wu Yicheng's orderly and he joined 
us. His name was Meng Xiao - ming. Initially our men questioned him, unsure of his 
identity. Because spies of the Japanese were prowling about everywhere, we were 
very wary of unidentified strangers. Meng Xiao - ming had a membership card of the 
Anti - Japanese Association issued by the agreement of the committee for work with 
soldiers of the national salvation army and the anti - Japanese nationalist army 
units. This membership card had been issued both to the guerrillas and to the 
soldiers of the Chinese nationalist anti-Japanese units. People with this card were 
entitled to the protection of and assistance from both sides. In addition to the card, 
Meng had a letter from Wu Yicheng to Wang De - lin requesting reinforcements. Thus 
he convinced us that he was Wu Yi - cheng's orderly. He was going to Tianqiaoling 
with good reason. He said: 


"The fact is, I've been to Dongning to convey this letter, but it was a waste of effort 
because Wang De - lin had fled. When I returned to Wu Yi - cheng, I discovered that 
he had withdrawn in the direction of Hongshilazi, leaving only a battalion behind at 
Laomuzhuhe. And just fancy, I was even told that the battalion left behind at 
Laomuzhuhe had moved off in the direction of Xiaosanchakou ( Tianqiaoling ). So Pm 
now going after the battalion. I've to fight against Japan even if it should cost me my 


life." 


His determination to fight against Japan was very strong. Deploring the fact that 
there was no figure in the three provinces of Manchuria capable of saving the 
situation, he asked me: “Commander, who do you think will win, us or Japan?" 


T think we will win. A Western writer once wrote that a man is born to be a winner 
and not to be beaten. Aren't you and I pushing our way through this snow for the 
sake of winning?" 


I made up my mind to search, together with Meng Xiao - ming, for the battalion 
commander who was said to have gone in the direction of Xiaosanchakou. I pinned 
my last hope of a united front on this one battalion and decided that I must persuade 
them to continue with the fight. Meng came as far as Wangqing and joined us in the 
battle to defend Yaoyinggou. He was an unforgettable companion who helped us and 
went through thick and thin with us in the time of our direst distress. In 1974 he 
wrote me a letter reminding me of when we had met on the heights of Luozigou. 
Through the letter I learned that he, the orderly of Wu Yi - cheng who had become our 
friend and shared hardships with us in the past, was alive and that he was a farmer 
at the Dunhua cooperative society. 


I think we had the hardest time of it when we went to Laoheishan. Up to Laoheishan 
the men of the national salvation army, though unreliable, had accompanied us and, 
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therefore, we had rarely felt isolated in spite of the great hardship. But after they had 
all fled to the Soviet Union, there were only 18 of us left on the bleak, wild hills. Even 
Zhou Bao-zhong had slipped away somewhere, taking with him the small troop left 
behind by Wang De - lin when he fled across the border. We were now completely 
isolated and helpless. In the sky aeroplanes were flying around, dropping leaflets 
urging us to surrender, and on the ground hordes of Japanese soldiers mobilized for a 
"punitive expedition" were closing in on us from all directions. The sharp frost, not so 
severe even in the mountainous regions of Korea, and the waist - deep snow made it 
hard for our unit to advance. The provisions we had saved up with such difficulty 
from day to day, while barely managing to obtain enough to eat, had run out. The 
uniform I had been wearing since my departure from Xiaoshahe in May was torn, 
revealing the skin underneath. 


Then we met a kind old man named Ma on the Luozigou heights, and he helped us 
through our distress so that we escaped death. It was the last day of the 12th month 
of the lunar calendar when we met the old man. He was ideologically without any 
fixed principle and was affiliated to no party, but he detested the politics of the 
Kuomintang, calling it scandalous. However, he did not support communism either. In 
short, he was weary of the world. For all that, he was still a good - natured and 
humane person, so obliging that he was always ready to do a good turn to other 


people. 


The old man had two houses. We were quartered in the lower house, and the upper 
house was occupied by stragglers from the national salvation army. These people 
were mostly anti-Soviet and had stayed behind in Manchuria because the Soviet 
Union was a communist state. Some of the stragglers had been the men of Battalion 
Commander Guo left behind at Laomuzhuhe by Wu Yi - cheng. Upon our arrival at the 
house Meng Xiao - ming volunteered to visit the stragglers in the upper house to 
sound them out. I told him to find out whether the soldiers of the national salvation 
army were willing to join hands with us and act in concert with us or not. Meng said 
he had many acquaintances among the men of Battalion Commander Guo and so, he 
suggested, he would get their opinion first and then if there was some prospect of 
success, I, Commander Kim, could go and enter into formal negotiations with them. 
But when he returned after meeting the remnants of the lost army, he said glumly 
with his shoulders lowered: 


“Those villains are worthless, and there's no chance of their forming a united front 
with us. They are talking about becoming bandits." 


The old man Ma told us that the stragglers from the national salvation army were 
plotting to disarm us. He said that they were planning to expand their marauding 
band with arms captured from us. In this situation we were all obliged to think 
seriously about our fate and the future of the revolution. When tens of thousands of 
soldiers from the Chinese nationalist anti - Japanese units had been swarming 
everywhere, we seemed likely to win battles easily if we faced up to the Japanese 
troops. But now they had all fled and, moreover, there were only 18 men left in our 
unit, so we felt entirely at a loss. Even if we went to Wangqing, what could we hope 
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to do with just ten or so rifles? As for the weapons in Yanji, they would amount to no 
more than a few dozen. Worse still, those benighted and shameless stragglers from 
the defeated army were seeking to rob us of our weapons. So what should we do 
now? We had come to a nameless hill in Luozigou, and we had no clear idea of how 
to get back to Wangqing. What should I do to cope with this plight? I asked myself. 
Abandon our weapons and return to the underground struggle? Or continue with the 
armed struggle, however difficult that may be? I wavered. If I deny this, it would be 
perverting the truth and distorting history. I do not deny it, nor do I need to conceal 
the fact that not only I but our whole group wavered. 


Even steel, when it is rusted, is useless. Man is not steel; he is weaker and more 
liable to change. But it can be said that man is much stronger than steel. Steel cannot 
stop itself from rusting on its own, but man is capable of controlling and adjusting 
changes in his thoughts by himself. The question lies not in wavering but in how the 
wavering is overcome. Man is called the lord of all creation precisely because he has 
the unique ability to adjust, and revolutionaries are looked upon as great people 
because they are strong - willed, creative and selfless people who are capable of 
producing the things they need from nothing and turning an adverse tide to their 
advantage. 


I was quite at a loss what to do. Even if the sky should fall and the earth cave in, the 
armed struggle had to be continued. But the men who remained with me were all rosy 
- cheeked youths of under 20. It could be said that I myself was still a greenhorn. 
When we were moving about in Jilin, writing leaflets and making speeches, we had 
all been heroes and great men. But here in this place we were all beginners. When we 
were conducting underground work, we had had many devices to resort to. But ina 
deserted place without our tens of thousands of allied troops and where there were 
only the remnants of a defeated army, finding a way out for the 18 men was a tough 
problem. The stragglers in the upper house were going to become bandits, but that 
was something we could never do. Some countermeasure could have been worked out 
if we had only gone somewhere where the masses were organized, but it was about 
50 miles to a Korean settlement and every valley on the way was infested with 
Japanese troops, so we were told. 


The revolution is tough! I thought to myself. We had expected that our revolution 
would succeed in only two or three years, so why was it now at the edge of such a 
precipice? Would our ranks that had started from Antu in proud array with a flourish 
of bugles end their advance here on these desolate hills? How many meals I had 
missed and how many sleepless nights I had passed to form this unit! Hadn't I been 
absent from the bedside of my mother at the hour of her death and hadn't I parted 
with my beloved brothers with a broken heart for the sake of forming this unit? 
Hadn't Cha Kwang Su and Choe Chang Gol laid down their young lives for these 
ranks? Cha Kwang Su had been killed while out on a scouting mission in Dunhua. 
Looking back on the path behind me and thinking of the path ahead, I felt my heart 
as heavy as if it was weighed down by the whole mass of the Earth. I was sitting in 
front of the fireplace with my mind assailed by a thousand thoughts when old man 
Ma came up to me and asked quietly: 
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"Are you the person in charge?" 
Yes 
“So why are you in tears, Commander?” 


“I think it's because I’ve come in the face of the snow and wind,” I answered 
vaguely, to avoid an explanation. In fact, I was weeping from my anxiety about our 
future, not because of the snow and wind. 


The old man stroked his long beard, his eyes fixed on me for a while. 


“You seem to be worried about those ruffians in the upper house, but don't be 
disheartened. I'll take you to a good place tonight. Rest there for a few days. Study 
and eat there for about 20 days, and you'll find yourselves as bright as Zhu - ge 
Liang, I assure you.” 


In the dead of night when we were fast asleep, old man Ma awoke us all and fed 
us with meat dumplings he had prepared for New Year's Day. Then he guided us toa 
mountain hut all of 12 miles away. The hut was located in dense forest and was 
invisible even to aeroplanes. Its only room was barely wide enough to spread a reed 
mat, and there was a shed attached to it. In the shed we found frozen roe deer and 
hares the old man had caught, food grain such as wheat and maize, and a handmill. 


“The room is rather small, but spread it with straw and it'll be good enough for you 
to get through your difficulties, though it might be a little uncomfortable. Shelter here 
and recover your strength. I'll come and tell you the news from the outside world once 
every few days. When you want to leave here, I'll act as your guide.” 


The old man said this as he made a fire to heat the room, and we all wept, feeling a 
lump in our throats out of our gratitude. We were lucky to have met such a kind and 
warmhearted man as old Ma on the bleak and deserted heights. All our men jested 
that “Heaven” was keeping its eye on us. We stayed in the mountain hut for over a 
fortnight, resting, studying and hunting roe deer. There were many books of the old 
man's in the hut. They were stories, political books and biographies of great men. 
Although the old man earned a living by hunting in the mountains, he was a man of 
great learning. We vied with each other to read the books, and all the books 
eventually became tattered. We made it a rule to relate our impressions or hold a 
debate on a set subject after reading a book. We all became enthusiastic in our 
arguments, quoting propositions from Marx and Lenin. We learned by heart several 
propositions of the founders of Marxism and some excellent passages from famous 
writers. In those days, whenever young people got together, they even criticized Sun 
Yat - sen. It was the fashion of the day to worship someone and also to criticize a 
great man who was held in high esteem by all. Everyone was his own master. 
Everyone thought of himself as a genius, a hero and a great man. In that hut we held 
earnest discussions about our future course of action, too. Should we break up and go 
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home? Should we go to the Korean villages in Wangqing and gather the special 
detachments there, so that we could expand our unit with them and continue the 
struggle? We all resolved to continue our struggle, except for a comrade from Hailong 
who said that he did not think he would be able to continue the armed struggle with 
us because he was weak. It was true, he was not strong enough physically to engage 
in the guerrilla struggle. We did not cavil at his candid confession or call it into 
question. 


"If you cannot go, it is better that you say so outright. No one can be forced to make 
the revolution. The revolution is something which a man cannot be made to do by 
coercion or threat. Therefore, if you wish to go, you may go, and if you would like to 
continue with the revolution, you should stay on and fight," I told the men, making 
clear my view as the commander of the unit. I gave them all time to decide for 
themselves. A few days later we sat together again to hear their decision. Of our unit 
16 men pledged to go on with the revolution, even if it might cost them their lives. But 
the other two asked for permission to leave the unit. The comrade from Hailong 
wanted to be sent back home, being too weak to continue the armed struggle. But he 
asked us not to regard him as a coward for all that. Because he could not go with us 
on account of his physical frailty, we could not ignore his request. I told him: If you 
find it hard to follow us, then go home. We won't blame you for that. But you must not 
go looking as you do now. Your clothes are in tatters and you look like a beggar. You 
cannot go home to your parents looking so dreadful, can you? You may go, but go first 
to a Korean settlement to obtain travel expenses and get yourself some decent 
clothes. 


The other comrade said he wanted to go to the Soviet Union and get some education. 
I told him: 


"If you go to the Soviet Union without any sponsor, you cannot tell if they will send 
you to school or make you work. You may as well go to Wangqing and work there for 
a while, and then when you have made contact with the other side, leave with a 
warrant from an organization. Isn't that wiser?” 


The two accepted my advice and said they would do as I had said. 


After that we left the Luozigou heights safely guided by the old man Ma. He took us 
up to Zhuanjiaolou in Wangqing County. He really was a kind, considerate and 
tenderhearted old man. A few years later, at the height of the guerrilla struggle when 
we were striking out mercilessly at the enemy from the guerrilla bases, I visited the 
Luozigou heights with some cloth and provisions. But the old man Ma was already 
dead and gone. Even now the image of old Ma remains in my memory as vividly as it 
did 60 years ago. Once I told our writers to create an opera or a play about the old 
man. The story of the old man is a good subject matter for an opera or a play. 


It could be called a miracle of all miracles that we escaped death from hunger and 
the cold and were not killed by bullets in the remote mountain recess of Luozigou that 
winter. Still now I often ask myself what was the force that made us rise to our feet at 
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that time, what was the force that kept us from being defeated or dropping out of the 
fighting ranks and made us continue to uphold the banner of the anti - Japanese 
struggle until we were victorious. Every time I answer my own question full of pride, 
"It was a sense of responsibility for the revolution." If it were not for that sense of 
responsibility, we would have remained cowering in the snow, never to rise again. At 
that time I was conscious that if we should be frustrated, Korea could never rise from 
the dead. If I had thought there would be people to save Korea after we had died, we 
would have been buried under the snow on the heights of Luozigou, never to rise 
again.
